History comes alive 


George and Anna Veloza recall WWII and when the roads were mud 


WILMINGTON - A conversation 
with WWII veteran, Battle of the 
Bulge participant, and Silver Star 
recipient George Veloza is like 
spending time with a living, 
breathing history book. 

Veloza and his wife Anna have 
maintained a home in Wilmington 
since 1956. Together on a rainy 
Monday morning they sat at their 
dining room table and took turns 
telling stories of his experiences 
serving during WWII, her time 
“back home” without him, and 
their time together in Wilmington; 
each in turn filling in the blanks 
when the other would hesitate in 
recollection. 

Three shadow boxes full of 
medals and photos are physical 


depictions of the dangerous assign- 


ments taken by Veloza dur- 
ing WWII. Among the highlights 
are his 


Silver Star and Purple Heart, 
each a testimony of the great phys- 
ical risks he experienced while 
serving his country. 

One of Veloza’s grandchildren 
has been working diligently to pre- 
serve the family history and 
Veloza’s medals and honors and 
memories from his time in the war. 
He is also actively trying to prove 
that his grandfather was supposed 
to have received a Presidential 
Commendation. Unfortunately, a 
fire in a military office located out 
west destroyed many military 
records. 

The military did honor Veloza 


with the Silver Star, the nation’s 
third highest honor, in 1945 for his 
courageous work with the 10th 
Armored Division in rescuing [5 to 
7) wounded soldiers who were 
attempting to cross the fragment- 
ed remains of a small bridge on 
the Moselle River in Germany 
while under enemy fire. 

He received his Purple Heart in 
Germany - also on the banks of the 
Moselle River - as the result of a 
concussion and minor shrapnel 
wounds that he suffered as the 
result of being thrown from the 
turret of his tank after it received 
a direct hit. He was one of the 
lucky ones. The military sent 
reconnaissance over the river to 
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zat

SOCIAL SECURITY 
BENEFITS AND TAXES 


We met a grumpy rich man flying 
off to a luxury vacation who com- 
plained that he was being taxed 85 
percent on his Social Security ben- 
efits, It's not so-but there is tax to 
be paid. 

You probably will have to pay 
income taxes on your benefits, but 
nothing like what that vacationer 
claimed. If your total income out- 
side of Social Security, plus half 
the benefits, adds up to more than 
$32,000 


for married couples 
($25,000 for singles), up to 50 per- 
cent of the benefits are taxable. If 
non-benefit income, plus half of 


benefits, is more than $44,000 for 
couples ($34,000 for singles), then 
up to 85 percent of benefits are tax- 
‘able, but only at the rate paid by 
everyone in your bracket. No one 
has has been in the 85. percent 
bracket since shortly after World 
War Il 

“Other income" refers to all 
ed income and income from 
retirement plans (except for a 
Roth), plus any investment income, 
including municipal bond interest.

Why not take it 
to the ballot? 


Dear Wilmington Residents, 

Last Monday, February 11, 
The Board of Selectmen (BOS) 
rejected (3-2) the idea of a non- 
binding referendum question to 
appear on the ballot for our 
town election, which will take 
place on April 26. The question 
would have been, "Should the 
Wilmington Planning Board 
Members no longer be appoint- 
ed by the town manager, but 
instead be elected by the gener- 
al public?" Wilmington opinion 
polls have been done before, 
and this one in particular would 
have represented no cost to the 
community since the question 
would have appeared on the 
ballot that is already going to 
be printed. So why are we for- 
going this great opportunity to 
see where the town’s people 
stand? 

With the annual town meeting 
happening within a week after 
the town elections, what harm 
could come from extending this 
topic to the Wilmington voters 
on a broader scale? It would be 
a great gauge to see where the 
majority of the Wilmington vot- 
ers stand on this issue. Had the 
question been allowed on the 
ballot, I believe it would have 
allowed for a more effective 
and informed town meeting 
debate. 

In a democracy, people should 
be allowed multiple venues to 
have their opinions asked and 
voices heard. Pushing the vot- 
ers’ right to be heard into just 
one venue is not as effective, 
especially when there is anoth- 
er avenue available to get the 
popular opinion. 

Inan effort to try to see where 
the residents stood after the 
BOS's vote last week, I polled 
some people outside of a local 
grocery store here in town. I 
asked them whether they 
thought the planning board 
should be elected or appointed. 
Following are the responses of 
the twenty people (all 

: residents)-that I 
polled in this exact order: 
\"Elected", "Elected", "I don't 
| sare either way", "Elected", "I 
‘edon't know", "I haven't given it 
a thought", "What's the plan- 


ning board?" (After I 
explained, the person respond- 
ed "Elected"), "Elected", "No 
opinion", "Elected","Haven't 
even thought about it", "No 
opinion", "No opinion", "I 
don't know anything about it", 
"Elected", "I'm not familiar", 
"Don't know nothing about it, 
my brother reads the paper", 
"Well I work for the town, I 
think appointed", "Are they the 
one's that give variances? 
because I would think then 
elected", "Elected". . 

I realize this is not a repre- 
sentative sample size of the 
town. 

Secondly, although I agree 
with letting the people decide 
whether the planning board 
should be elected, my question 
to the BOS is, why aren't you 
looking at the bigger picture? 
Last Monday, February 11, The 
BOS also voted to draft a war- 
rant article to see whether the 
town would support a Town 
Charter change relative to 
members of the planning board 
being elected instead of 
appointed. If the concern is the 
planning board, shouldn't the 
BOS also be concerned about 
other boards as well such as 
the Board of Appeals and the 
Conservation Committee, all 
which have permitting authori- 
ty, and therefore would be just 
as powerful in the decision 
making as the planning board? 
Shouldn't we the voters decide 
if they should be elected as 
well? Maybe the most effective 
way to do this would be to sup- 
port the establishment of a 
Charter Commission to accom- 
plish these revisions in the pre- 
sent charter. One of the indi- 
viduals that I polled mentioned 
that he had been on the conser- 
vation board in the past. When 
I asked if he thought other 
boards with permitting authori- 
ty should be considered for 
election if the planning board is 
being considered, he respond- 
ed, "I would think they would 
have to be.”

Breaker Tax Credit if during 
2007 one paid rent for a non- 
subsidized apartment or one 
paid real estate taxes on prop- 
erty with an assessed value 
under $772,000. One must also 
meet the income limits. A 
single person cannot make 
over $48,000; a head of the 
household over $60,000; and, a 
married couple filing jointly 
over $72,000. The Circuit 
Breaker Tax Credit pertains 
to those whose real estate tax 
payments were greater than 
10% of one’s total income. If 
one does not file a tax return, 
he/she may still apply for a 
Circuit Breaker Tax Credit if 
they meet the above require- 
ments. 

Starting in May, the 
Treasury will begin sending 
economic stimulus payments 
to more than 130 million indi- 
viduals. The stimulus pay- 
ments will go out through the 
late spring and summer 
months. 

The majority of Americans 
who qualify for this economic 
stimulus payment will not 
have to do anything other 
than file a 2007 income tax 
return to receive their pay- 
ment this year. The IRS will 
use the 2007 tax return to 
determine eligibility and cal- 
culate the basic amount of the 
payment. In most cases, the 
payment will equal the 
amount of tax liability on the 
return with a maximum 
amount of $600 for individuals 
($1,200 for taxpayers who file 
a joint return) and a.mini- 
mum of $300 for individuals 
($600 for taxpayers who file a 
joint return). 

In order to qualify for this 
economic stimulus payment 
one must fill out a tax return. 

Low-income workers who 
have earned’ income above 
$3,000 but do not have a regu- 
lar filing requirement must 
file a 2007 tax return to 
receive the minimum stimu- 
lus payment. 

Similarly, Social Security 
recipients, certain Railroad 
retirees and those who 
receive veterans’ compensa- 
tion, pension or survivors’ 
benefits from the Department 
of Veterans’ Affairs in 2007 
must also fill out a 2007 tax

return to be eligible for this 
stimulus payment. Taxpayers 
must also have a valid Social 
Security Number. 

Most taxpayers will receive 
two notices from the IRS. 
The first general notice from 
the IRS will explain the stim- 
ulus payment program. The 
second notice will confirm the 
recipients’ eligibility, the pay- 
ment amount and the approx- 
imate time table of the pay- 
ment. Taxpayers will also 
need to save this notice to 
assist them when they pre- 
pare their 2008 tax return next 


year. 

Therefore, in order to quali- 
fy for this stimulus payment 
one must file a tax return. If 
one is unsure of his/her status 
or if one has questions about 
this program or the circuit 
breaker program, one may 
call the Senior Center at 978- 
640-4480 or the Library at 978- 
640-4490 to set-up an appoint- 
ment with the volunteer tax 
assistants. 

It should also be noted that 
the government does not 
solicit information over the 
telephone. Seniors and other 
residents are cautioned that 
they should never give any 
personal information to some- 
one who has called on the 
telephone. There is a wave of 
new scams circulating via 
telephone calls. Be very care- 
ful.

“not the farm used standard 
agricultural practice or those

In Trier, Germany Veloza 
bumped into the Yankee 
Division, including one of his 
four brothers who were also in 
active service at the time. 
Veloza described “The Bulge” 
as a battlefront that was 90 
miles long and full of many 
smaller fronts, with each divi- 
sion concerned primarily with 
their own battle. 

“That was quite a battle,” said 
Veloza. 

As if it were yesterday, Veloza 
remembers a close call while 
he was with a mortar division. 

“Lieutenant Johnson, a gun- 
ner, and myself were sitting in a 
hole and they were firing at us. 
One hit the hole between us, but 
it was a dud.” Veloza and Lt. 
Johnson fired back at the 
enemy. “I don’t know how we 
knocked that tank out, but we 
silenced it anyway.” 

“That was a bloody mess and 
the invasion was something 
else,” said Veloza. 

There were many such 
reminders how fragile life can 
be. While searching a farm one 
morning, hoping to find eggs 
for breakfast, a mortar hit. 
Veloza had not a scratch on 
him, but a corporal standing 
close by was killed. Veloza 
remembered sadly and fondly 
that Cpl. Colton was, “a great 
kid and a great gunner.” 

In the midst of all of the 
tragedy, Veloza recalls that

forts that Allied forces were 
planning to overtake had been 
codenamed for three of the big 
cigarette brands of the time: 
Camel, Lucky Strike and 
Chesterfield.

Veloza truly does bring histo- 
ry to life as he speaks casually 
of General George S. Patton, 
saying that you could always 
pick him out of a crowd of 50 
because of his trademark pearl- 
handled weapons and signature 
boots. 

Patton was moving so fast, 
according to Veloza, that he 
occasionally had to stop and 
wait for supplies to catch up 
with him. Resupply lines called 
the “Red Ball Express” brought 
ammunition, fuel and other 
supplies to the Allied troops. 

Veloza remembered one day 
in particular, in the Alsace 
Lorraine region, when Patton 
was watching with his binocu- 
lars as the men fired anti-tank 
rounds at an enemy fort consid- 
ered impenetrable. Veloza sus- 
pected that Patton was testing 
the rounds to see how they 
would perform. Patton later 
took the “untakeable” Fort 
Drien. 

“He was quite a general, quite 
a general,” said Veloza shaking 
his head and smiling. 

Veloza recalls an encounter

“There is no charge for the

When he signed the con- 
tract for them to work, Deveau 
also signed allowing them to 
contact his insurance company 
for payment for the mandated 
service of boarding up a prop- 
erty with hazardous conditions. 
A spokesperson for Action 
Emergency Services said that 
they submit the bill directly to 
insurance and then negotiate it 
out until both parties are happy 
and the bill is paid. She 
encouraged Deveau to contact 
them if he had any questions. 

The bills are not as high as 
Deveau initially feared they 
were, thanks to his insurance 
policy, but that coverage comes 
with a price. While out survey- 
ing the structural damage in 
mid-February, his insurance 
agent informed him that once 
final payment is made, Safety 
Insurance Company of Boston 
would be canceling the policy 
he has had with them for the 
last 42 years. Representatives 
of Safety Insurance were 
unavailable in time for deadline 
to confirm or deny that asser- 
tion. *

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at Silver Lake was owned by 
Walter L. Hale. He started 
about 1910, and was still in busi- 
ness in 1935, when the ice house 
burned down for the third and 
last time. 

The ice houses in North 
Wilmington were owned by 
members of the Eames family. 
They were located such that the 
ice could be hauled on the 
Salem and Lowell Railroad. 

The Union Ice Co. house was 
located near the town beach, on 
the site later occupied by the 
Mildred Rogers School. There 
were two stone piers where the 
beach is today, and two 
wharves extending into the 
water. 

There were several drownings 
near those piers, caused when 
swimmers got into conflict with 
the old pilings in the water. 

A railroad spur was built from 
the railroad line. All day long, 
in summer, specialized railroad 
cars would be loaded with ice 
and sent to Boston and its sub- 
urbs. 

The Union Ice Co. had 17 ice 
houses, reputedly the largest in 
the area. These ice houses cov- 
ered quite a bit of terrain 
between the lake and Grove 
Avenue. There was a carpenter 
shop and an office, which was

bills beginning to clear before 
their eyes, the Deveaus focused 
on the wonderful outreach that 
was provided to them in their 
time of greatest need.

One of the Red Cross volun- 
teers was driving Southbound 
on Interstate 93, returning 
home from a devastating fire in 
Lawrence earlier that day, 
when she saw the fire from the 
highway. According to Janice 
Deveau, that volunteer took the 
next exit and found the scene of 
the fire almost immediately. 

The two volunteers from the 
Red Cross that responded to 
Lockwood Road that night were 
Deb Duxbury, Director of 
Emergency Services, and vol- 
unteer Jodi Power. The 
Deveaus were unsure which one 
saw the fire from the highway, 
but were grateful for their sup- 
port - both emotional and finan- 
cial - which helped them get 
through the initial crisis with 
clothes on their backs at a time 
when some of them did not 
even have shoes on their feet. 
The Red Cross Volunteers were 
unavailable for comment before 
press time. 

Deveau said he is also grate- 
ful for the support of the neigh- 
bors around him on Lockwood 
Road who have provided meals, 
clothing, bedding, and so many 
things they have needed. 

“The neighbors have turned 
themselves inside out for 


us...they've been wonderful,” 
he said. 


closely controlled. When the 
Union Ice Company started on 
what was then called Sandy 
Pond, they cut the lake weeds 
every fall, to keep the ice clear. 

There was a ditch that ran 
under Main Street to Lubbers 
Brook. The ditch dates from 
1704, when a mill pond was 
made, and a mill was built 
where Lubbers Brook crosses 
Glen Road. 

The ice company bought the 
ditch after the mill went out of 
business, in the early 1870s. 

The ditch was used to control 
the level of the lake water, In 
the fall, the level would be 
allowed to drop, so the weeds 
would be more exposed. Then 
horse-drawn cutters would be 
sent into the lake, and the 
weeds cut, much like hay was 
cut in the fields. After cutting, 
reapers would pull the weeds, 
which were possibly used as 
fertilizer. 

After the weeds were gone, 
the water level would be 
allowed to rise again, and there 
would be clean ice to harvest in 
the winter. 

Everything considered, har- 
vesting the ice was a lot of fun; 
low-paid, but it was in a period 
of time when nothing happened 
anyway. It generally took place 


scoring device. It was, in effect, 
some ice knives which scored 
the ice in patterns 36 to 48 inch- 
es square. 

Then sawyers would go along 
with large hand saws, cutting 
rafts of ice 12 blocks long and 
three to six blocks wide. 

Those rafts would be pulled 
along the edge of the pond to 
the channel, which led to the 
loading platforms. There the 
ice would be broken off, in 
those large pieces, by men with 
peavies. The ice blocks would 
then go down the channel and 
onto the conveyor. 

On the conveyor, the ice would 
be hauled up on tracks. As the 
level of the stored ice rose, the 
ice would be hauled higher on 
the conveyor, with bridge 
beams delivering the blocks to 
a point just above the height 
needed. 

The harvesting work was 
almost a lark. Someone was 
always pushed into the pond 
during the harvesting, and this 
was always a big joke. And of 
course everyone went home for 
lunch. It was an easy job, but 
welcome income for the farm 
ers and tradesmen, who had lit 
tle income in the winter.

WAKEFIELD — For the sev- 
enth time in school history, the 
Wilmington High School 
wrestling team has a state 
champion. 

Senior Kenny Joyce defeated 
previously unbeaten Petro 
Hogolotis of Rockland, 14-10, to 
capture the 215-pound weight 
class title during this past 
weekend’s Division 3. state 
wrestling meet held over two 
days at Wakefield High School.

after completions of the game 
to oversee the teams shake 
hands.

Negotiations broke down sev-

It was Mullen's willingness 
to devote all of his time to a 
program that helped spark 
the most glorious time in 
TMHS' basketball history 
beginning in the early 1970's. 
Mullen coached baseball ‘at 
the Ted Williams Baseball 
Camp, and he made sure that 
kids like Mike Manna, John 
Bacheller, Jimmy Meuse, Ron 
Magee and Dave McLeish got 
to that camp by hook or by 
crook. He really got them all 
there for free by convincing 
them that they had to earn 
their keep. 

"One summer, one of the 
coaches at the camp told me 
that if I could get some 
Tewksbury kids to work in the 
kitchen, that they would get 
coaching that summer for 
zip," says Mullen. Translation 
from what they call "Mull 
Speak?” It meant that if the 


, they would get 
coaching from a collection of 
basketball hall of famers for 
nothing. 

The names listed in the 
brochure for 1971 reads like a 
basketball listing of The Best 
There Ever Was. Joe 
Mullaney, Willis Reed, Sam 
Jones, Bill Sharman, Jack 
Leaman, George Blaney and 
Dave Gavitt, to name just a 
few. 

The basketball clinic direc- 
tor at the time was Ron Perry, 
Sr. the head coach at Catholic 
Memorial High School. 
Mullen not only introduced 
the Tewksbury kids to Perry 
and his legendary style of 
play, he made them aware of 
a CM legend 'King"' Gaskins. 
Mullen consistently reminded 
his junior varsity players dur- 
ing their 19-1 season of just 
how "The King' went about 
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his basketball business. 

"I remember that ‘Mull’ 
brought Ron Perry and 'King' 
Gaskins to Tewksbury one 
year," says former TMHS' 
varsity coach Tony Romano. 
"That got the kids playing a 
lot of hoop and to identify 
with the kids that were play- 
ing at the city schools.” 

The camp experience also 
taught the players on those 
Tewksbury teams a little 
something about a solid work 
ethic. "Can you imagine 
today,asking a kid to go to a 
camp and work in the kitchen 
for seven weeks? Those kids 
from Tewksbury that didn't 
play baseball had to work in 
that kitchen before they 
would get those last three 
weeks of basketball coaching 
for free," says Mullen. 

Even the baseball instruc- 
tors were impressed. Roy 
Engle, a Minnesota Twins' 
catcher and a lifelong friend 
of Ted Williams, noticed the 
Tewksbury contingent right 
away. "How big is that town of 
Tewksbury?" asked Engle. "It 
seems that all of the kids 
working in that kitchen are 
from Tewksbury." 

Mike Manna is 52 years old, 
and his eyes brighten a bit 
when he mentions a camp 


“that he and his buddies 


attended over 35 years ago. 
"We had to work in that 
kitchen, breakfast, lunch and 
dinner," he recalls. "In 
between shifts, we played bas- 
ketball. Some of the best 
coaches and players in 
Massachusetts came to that 
camp. There were kids there 
that, who knows what they 
would have done over the 
summer if they hadn't gone to 


camp. 
Mullen, with the help of his 
many coaching contacts from 
just about everywhere, talked 
up the Tewksbury kids. And 
they went just about every- 
where on Mullen's dime. Kids 
would pile into whatever luxu- 
ry car Mullen was driving at 
the time and head off to some 
tournament or meeting of the 
coaching minds. Big events, 
small events, it didn't matter. 
Mullen was around to see that 
the young players got the 


throughout the area, and 
finds plenty of time to help 
his daughters Emilie (13) and 
Lilie (11) with their home- 
work after a double-shift day. 
Anne, his wife of 15 years, 
says there isn't a better dad 
on the planet. Manna thinks 
that those summers might 
have a little soi to do 
with his ability to multi-task 
at all the right moments. 

"My mother is eternally 
grateful to "Mull' for helping 
me to get to that camp. She 
thinks that it was tremendous 
to this day. We (the players) 
all look back on it and talk 
about the experience all the 
time, It was some of the best 
summers of our lives, without 
a doubt. We got to spend a lot 
of time with younger kids, 
and that led me to really love 
camps. Since those years, I've 
worked at four other camps. 
It used to be a goal of mine to 
someday own a summer 
camp. I just love camps. I 
think that it all began there," 

Back in the summer of 1971- 
you know, before we all 
became a bit jaded and start- 
ed thinking that we should 
give young, talented athletes 
something for nothing. There 
was one guy who didn't 
expect anything except seeing 
a kid try to make something 
of himself with a little hard 
work. Dave Mullen was there 
when it counted, and those 
‘Tewksbury High School teams 
of the 1970's really delivered. 
In "Mull Speak’, they all deliv- 
ered 'big time.' Right into the 
hall of fame.

A former Middelsex East region resident has been enshrined in

Former Winchester resident Paul Collins’ efforts in the early 
years of the country’s aviation industry were honored late 


last year, when he was inducted posthumoulsy into the 
Wisconsin Aviation Hall of Fame. 

Born and raised in Wisconsin, Collins lived in 
Winchester for about 35 years, purchasing property at 
6 Lantern Lane in 1935 and then moving to 3 
Harrington Road from 1937 until 1970, according to 
the Winchester edition of the Daily Times Chronicle. 

According to his biographical information (pro- 
vided by the Wisconsin Aviation Hall of Fame), 
“Born in 1891 and raised in Stevens Point, 
Wisconsin, Paul Collins made his first flight in a 
tethered balloon at the St Louis World's Fair in 
1904. A graduate of the Central States 
‘Teachers College in Stevens Point, he enlist- 
ed in the Army Air Service when the United 
States went to war. Collins completed flight 
training and became a flight instructor sta- 
tioned in Texas and later, in France. 

“Collins was a former president of 
Airmail Pioneers and a member of the 
Caterpillar Club, an informal association of 
people who have successfully used a para- 
chute to bail out of a disabled aircraft. 

“After the war, he went to work as a pilot for 
the Curtiss Flying Service in Florida and New 
York. Collins flew exhibitions and stunts and 
"crashed" his JN-4 in Flying Pat, one of 
the first motion pictures to feature 
airplanes. 

“In 1921, Collins joined 
the Air Mail Service of 
the U.S. Post Office 
and piloted the inau- 
gural flight of the!

Fame) October 27th of the same year, 
Collins made a similar agreement 
with the Central Vermont Airways, which had been founded by the 
Central Vermont Railroad (owned by the Canadian National 
Railways) in a similar manner to the people in Maine. With 
Collins providing operational know-how, Vidal the high-level con- 
tacts, Solomon the sound management, and Earhart the image, 
National Airways coordinated the two railroad-sponsored airlines 
as one, with the two railroad names hyphenated, and issuing joint 
timetables’and fares. 
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ed airfields, much less lighted airways, and the instructions to the 
pilots, as a slogan for survival, was "fly low and slow." 

“Winter conditions were appalling. Deep snow was a barrier to 
operations, and frozen snow was worse, as the Stinsons' wheels sim- 
ply spun on the icy surface. They were probably the only aircraft 
in commercial airline service to be fitted with truck chains on the 
wheel tires. In.the spring, the landing fields became marshlands, 
and in the summer, some of the local communities felt that the flat 
fields could be put to a better purpose. On one occasion, a complete 
circus obligingly moved over to make room for the Stinsons to 
land.” 

“On November 19, 1940, the airline itself changed its name to 
Northeast Airlines, and every effort was made to create a tradi- 
tionalist New England theme, to the pont of putting a smiling 
Pilgrim on the planes as their insignia and dressing air hostesses 
in white "pilgrim" collars. 

“Northeast Airlines began to flex its muscles, modest though 
they were in conparison to the mighty sinews of the trunk lines. It 
bought its first 21-seat Douglas DC-3s and introduced them into ser- 
vice on July 1, 1941, by which time the faithful Stinsons that had 
been through so much toil and tribulation during the formative 
years of the Boston-Maine, were pensioned off.” 

Earhart used her national image to attract attention to the new 
airlines, and was a key figure in the company’s marketing cam- 
paign. 

According to Robert Mudge, author of Adventures of a Yellow 
Bird (1969), "They prepared lists of people from each city who were 
likely prospects for air service or were in influential positions. Each 
person on the list was contacted by mail and invited to come to the 
airport on a specified date to meet Miss Amelia Earhart." 

Collins remained with Northeast as president and chairman of 
the board through the mid-1950s.While serving as president during 
World War Il, (with a son, Paul, in the Air Corps), he created the 
ferry route for warplanes across the North Atlantic. 

Collins retired from Northeast Airlines in 1950. He devoted the 
rest of his life to preserving the history of the Air Mail Service of 
the 1920s. 

In 1971, Northeast merged with Delta Airlines. That same year, 
Collins died in North Hollywood, where he moved to from 
Winchester about a year earlier, at age 79.

“RAMBO” 
GRADE: *** 


Sylvester Stallone and his 
two most popular characters, 
John Rambo and Rocky 
Balboa, may have become a 
joke to moviegoers in recent 
years (“He's making another 
one of those movies?”), but 
give Stallone credit - if you 
are a fan of those storylines, 
the most recent additions 
meet, if not exceed, your 
expectations. 

It's been 20 years since 
Rambo's last movie. Like his 
Rocky character, Rambo suf- 
fered from his success. The 
first film, 1982's First Blood, 
was an earnest and surpris- 
ingly sensitive exploration of 
a Vietnam vet's struggles to 
find peace after returning 
home from the war (he does- 
n't). And ‘for two more 
sequels, he's a one-man 
army, galloping through fire- 
balls, killing countless bad 
guys. Since he's a Cold-War 
warrior, those bad guys are 
mostly Soviets. By the end of 
the third movie, he's in 
Afghanistan, fighting along- 
side the Afghan rebels - who

knows, he and Osama bin 
Laden may have even shared 
a cave. 

The world's gotten a lot 
more gray (as has Stallone) 
since Rambo's black-and- 
white heyday. But all the 
online speculation _ that 
Rambo might be coming 
back to kick some al-Qaeda 
butt was wrong. Twenty 
years later, we find the reclu- 
‘sive, sixtysomething Rambo 
has retired to Thailand, work- 
ing as a boat operator, chug- 
ging up and down a remote 
jungle river. 

But first, viewers are 
treated to an introductory 
series of gruesome newsreel 
footage - images of broken 
and burned corpses, starving 
children and mutilated 
women - as a narrator speaks 
of the horrors in Burma (now 
Myanmar). and "the world's 
longest-running ciyil war", 
which has lasted 60 years. 
Stallone is setting up the vil- 
lains as some of the worst 
creatures to walk the erth, so 
that audience members may 
welcome the visual payback 
that is about to come. 

Make no mistake: Rambo 


Brick, Cnimney, Cloud, Plahing Line, 


is an ultraviolent, hyper-real- 
istic movie. That may mot 
seem like a news flash: 
Rambo movies are notorigus 
for the massive slaughter 
they depict. But those previ- 
ous films seem like PG-rated 
Saturday matinee fare ¢qm- 
pared to what you see here. 
Think of Saving Priyate 
Ryan, only with women,and 
children. Stallone uses that 
same jittery, grimy handheld 
style. But where Steven 
Spielberg focused more on 
the chaos of battle, Bly 
emphasizes the carnage. /In 
the several significant  fire- 
fights that occur during {he 
movie, you witness, up close 
and in detail, just about every 
form of devastation visited 
upon the human body. Limbs 
fly, skin is seared, guts gre 
splayed. The most frequent 
visual effect is parts or alk of

must clean the deck with 
chemicals and a pressure 
washer. 

Sanding may also be nec- 
essary to achieve a smooth 
finish. 

In contrast, composite 
decks are resistant to crack- 
ing, warping and splintering. 
They do not need to be 
stained or waterproofed. 

Composite decks are 
made from an array of ma- 
terials, including LP Weath- 
epBest which is available in 
six different nature-inspired 
colors and constructed from 
high-density polyethylene 
plastic and then finished 
with a wood-textured grain 
to provide the look and feel 
of wood. 

In addition to mainte- 
nance, cost is another im- 
portant consideration. Wood 
decking materials range 
from inexpensive cuts of 
lumber to long-lasting woods 
like redwood and cedar, 
which have the benefit of 
being resistant to insects 
and rot, but it’s important to 
note that they’re not imper- 
vious and still require rou- 
tine maintenance. 

Wood prices are generally 
lower than composite mate- 
rials, but you need to factor 
in the extra expense and 
time associated with mainte- 
nance and repairs. With 
composite materials, the ini- 
tial cost may be higher, but 
it’s less costly over time than 
a wood deck. 

Once you've installed 
your new deck, keep it clean 
and pretty with the following 
tips: 

¢ Wash down the deck 
with a garden hose on a reg- 
ular basis. Pollutants that 
you may not see, like pollen, 
dust, dirt and other airborne 
particles will be washed
